SUNDAY. MORNING CHATS 

En rote to the mountains and mines. thig last 
week: We’ paused both going and coming for a 
couple of hours at Sacramento, to see the '49 cele- 
bratin; which was very interesting, and found, 
agide from the novelty of it and the quaintness of 
the’ costumes of seventy years ago, that ‘there was 
als6 ‘food for thought in it all, and a lesson tobe 
learned. Seventy years ago the people who were 
making California history and causing the whole 
world to. sit up and take notice of California, U, 
& A. were a different breed of people than, the 
inhabitants of today. In no respect were they 
worse, and ih some respects they were much. bet- 
ter, These were a hardy set, or they could not 
have withstood the rigors of crossing thé plains, 
fighting the Indians and enduring all manner of 
hardships, and the fact that they braved. all those 
dangers and “got there’ proves that they were 
not. only strong physically. but mentally. 


Those people of ‘‘the days of ‘old, the days of 
gold, the days of °49,” represented real manhood 
and womanhood, with none of the frills that go 
with it in these more modern times, and we are 
just old fashioned enough ourself, and..have pio- 
neered “enough thrqugheyt - the .mguntains and 
plaitis da early days ‘to like manh and “woman- 
‘hood! without the frills, You/still And that sturdy-’ 
Mesa in the mountains today; but you find mighty 
little ‘of it in the cities, Last summer, over at 
Sonora, in the mountains of Tuolumne county, we 
arrived at. the hotel on a very hot.day, and hang- 
ing up both: coat and’ vest in the waiting room, 
containing a pocketbook, gold watch and other 
things, asked the proprietar if they,,would be all 
right there while I Was out around town, He 
said he “reckoned nobody wouldn't. bother ‘em,” 
and they didn’t. ‘They would have hung there ail 
summer, perfectly safe. With all due respect for 
the people of the cities, the fact remains that if 
we had done that same thing in any Bay city 
not only the watch: but the, coatjand, vest also, 
would <have been gone in five minutes 


Contemplate the hardy man- of. those “days, with 
fae slouch hat, overalls, flannel shirt open at 
throat and rolled up te the elbows, whiskers 
on his face, broad of chest, strong, sturdy, a steady 
glanee that looked everybody straight in the eye 
and feared noting alive or dead; and then take 
a slant at some of these spindle-shanked dudes of: 
today, with white collars up to their ears, ap 
eyebrow mustache, red shoes and silk socks, mak- 
ing $18 a week and spending that on bootleg and 
taxicabs, and note the difference. No wonder half 
the men drafted were physically unfit to enter 
the army—they are physically unfit for anything 
put to be lounge lizzards, and their morals are 
about on a par with their physique. 

The earlier generation was more open and above 
board than we of téday ‘are. ‘Diplomacy ‘and. der 
ceit were not among their qualifications. Bvery 
man defended the honor of his women folks with 
a gun, Any woman was safe along any mountain 
trail, or elsewhere. Today no woman is safe out 
after dark. Thege are disagreeable facts, but 
facts, just the same. The point of it all is that 
it will not be a bad scheme forall of us of this 
day and age to try to be a little more. real and 
a little less artificial. Good, honest, sturdy. man- 
hood is always above par the world over,

There is a warm argument going om between 
Overseer Voliva, of Zion City, a suburb of Chicago 
founded by Alexander Dowie, and Sir Arthur 
Conan Doyle, the Englishman whe.‘is. over. here 
lecturing on spiritualism, and it is: quite interest- 
ing, dngasmuch as beth men are well known.
